the world. Value of the company's! 
property has been variously appraised . 
at from $18,000,000 to $35,000,000. 
At a special election, to be

probably during the latter 
part of 
June, voters of the city will be asked i 
to give their final approval to the pur- 
chase plan. 
Three-fifths of the vot- 
ers must approve the proposition, but, 
if previous popular decisions of the 
municipal ownership question may be 
accepted ;is a criterion, the vote will 
be a mere formality. 
At previous 
elections when the question has been 
submited, it ha.s caried by overwhelm- 
ing majorities—by an eight to one 
vote at the last election on the ques-!

AUSTRIAN OFFICERS MADE 
ATTEMPT TO SAVE FLAG 
AT CAPTURE OF PRZEMYSL 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Petrograd, May 24-—A Kiev newspa- 
per publishes the fo+lowing account of 
the Austrian officers' attempt to save 
the colors of the fortress of Przemysl: 
"At the surrender of Przemysl, the 
standard of the fortress and the colors 
of regiments constituting its garrison 
disapepared. A few days ago a party 
of captured officers, with General To- 
mashy at their head, was quartered in 
Kiev. As th« result of information re- 
ceived, the prisoners were searched. 
In General Tomashy's handbag was 
discovered, complete and in 
perfect 
condition, the standard of the fortress 
of Przemysl. 
A further search dis- 
closed long colored stripes of material 
hidden away in the lining of the offi- 
cers' headdresses. These strips prov- 
ed to be parts of the regimental • col- 
ors."It appears that oh the eve of sur- 
render of the fortress all the 
regi- 
mental colors were cut up into strips, 
numbered, and then handed over to 
the officers of the garrison. These of- 
ficers, on return from captivity, were 
to give back to the authorities the 
pieces of colors entrusted to them, so 
that it would be possible to remake 
the colors and in this mcnner give the 
regiments concerned the right of fur- 
ther existence."

Sacredness of Human Life Makes Nec- 


essary the Development of Po«|, 


tlve Side of Sixth Com- 


mandmerrt. 


"War, as one of the forms of com- 
munity, murder, is doomed. It Is the 
product of hatred, fostered by mutual 
Jealousies 
and 
incrirninations 
As 
is adptly denned by one great Amert- 


Q general it is 'hell,' which tneans 


i " *v. i ' -e in°arnation of sin, th« 
sin of hatred. The time Is coining 
when war. must go; It win'be a by- 
gone antldutty; it will be relegated 
to the scrap-heap as a reHc oF bar- 
barism. 


Such was the indictment of war as 
delivered by the Reverend Charles 1 
Ewing Sunday evening at the Congre- 
gational church. He took for his text 
sixth commandment, "Thow shalt 
r'- kli7 ,. ,He explained that It Is a 
law which is older than Moses, a law 
which has been a part of the jurispru- 
dence of every country malting pre- 
tenses at civilization 
from- 
ancient 
tlrnea down to the present. As It Is 
simply stated it is a negative law 
against 
individual 
killing.' 
Clear 
though It seemed, It had to be modi- 
fled. 
There 
might be • extenuating 
circumstances which would' make the 
responsible party not culpable. • There 
is accidental killing, acd killing In 
self-delense and various other degrees 
and distinctions which, are made out 
In law on the subject today. 
; 


The cause of murder, Reverend E*w- 
ing went on to explain, is.hatred, and 
the deeper and more premeditated the 
hatred the more malevolent the crime. 
With hatred in the heartv comes also 
the desire to kill. It is because o* 
hatred behind murder 
that the law 
considers - assault with'intent to kJU 
a worse offense than some- degrees of 
murder of manslaughter. 
'There is also such a thing as com- 
munity murder," said Mr. Ewlng. And 
because it is community murder does 
not make it right 
He of Galilee 
taught against the use of force and 
urged rather the power of righteous- 
ness. We find in Christ no jurisdiction 
for community murder. 
Among the 
forms of community murder is capital 
punishment which 
sets 
forth that 
there are some crimes which are 
worthy of death. As now 
practiced, 
capital punishment is limited to the 
crime of murder upon the principal 
that he who takes a human life must 
give his own in return. It is i form 
of punishment which admits - f lack 
of mental ability to deal with -anme. 
It is doomed and it is now fast disap- 
pearing." 
Mr. Ewing then took up the place of 
war as community murder, and said: 
"Let us stand with our president and 
hope for the day and the time when 
we all will be too proud to fight, when 
we shall settle our 
differences 
and 
our grievances .by some otber means 
than fighting and when we shall cease 
to stir up racial and national hatreds." 
There is also a. positive side of the 
sixth commandment, Rev.-Swing ex- 
plained, which might be set forth in 
this, way: "Thou shalt preserve life." 
Such a version of the law means in 
the first place protection. 
It means 
that criminals shall be cared for by se- 
gregation rather than capital punish- 
ment; that 
children with criminal 
tendencies shall be -educated ana in- 
structed in such a manner that it will 
be impossible tor them to. commit 
crimes. 
"Then, too, it is a matter of charac- 
ter and what is needed is conversion. 
The fact is being forced upon us de- 
spite the scoffings and the scorninga 
that rail at conversion as old-fashion- 
ed : antiquated, that conversion is a 
mighty .influence 
for making men 
right with God and their feUow men. 
Then the law of preservation of 
life carries with it also protection 
against 
disease, 
against 
accident, 
against famine and against the laws 
of nature. All. are matters in which 
the' community, the 
government, is 
becoming more'and more interested, 
and however radical it may seem, I 
contend that the time will come when 
the state will see to It that employ- 
ment shall be found for every man in 
order that he .may supply the material 
wants of himself and his family." 
In conclusion 
Reverend 
Ewlng 
pointed out that the 
importance of

DECLINE OF PIG-BREEDING 


L REPORTED IN IRELAND 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Dublin, May 24—The decline of pig- 
breeding in Ireland, states a report 
from the Irish Department of Agricul- 
ture, -is due in large part to the want 
of "housing accommodation" for the 
animals in the new cottages, and the 
growing disinclination of 
laborers' 
families to look after them. 
The 
shrinkage in the number 
of 
pigs 
amounts to twenty per cent. 
In Ulster the report states it is the 
practice to fatten pigs as soon as they 
are weaned, and by this means three 
lots of pigs are turned out in a year.
